Chicago, Aug. 10.—The

Telegraph companies and their opera- 
tors is to be fought out !n Chicago. It 
has been practically determined by 
the operators and the companies that 
this will be the battle ground, and the 
result here will largely settle the re- 
sult of the strike in other parts of the 
country. 


The situation today was not mate- 


rially changed from that of last night. 
The "operators of the brokers and com- 
mission houses were at work during 
the day and it was understood that 
whether or not they are to remain at 
work will be settled at a meeting to 
be held tonight 
or 
tomorrow. 
No 


spread of the strike is expected in 
this city before nightfall at the e'ar- 
liest, and it is not certain that it will 
come before Monday. 


The Western Union claimed today 


to have 100 men at work, and they 
certainly had that many men In their 
operating room. They asserted they 
•will be able to master the situation 
within a few days. The Postal had 
less men at work than the Western 
tfnion, and was not in as good shape 
as the other company. Neither of 
them were handling business, 
how- 


ever, with even an approach to ordi- 
nary speed. 
The ticker service of the Western 


Union was today in a crippled condi- 
tion and its service was of little value 
to brokers. 
The inarKet quotations 


•were carried, as yesterday, over the

Meetings of the men will be held to- 


day or tomorrow at which the spread 
of the strike will be considered.

no alarm that the operators were not 
good ones and that even it they were 
importing them into 
Chicago

could not do the companies much good 
•when the men are striking elsewhere 
over the country. 


Brokers' Men at Work. 


All o! the operators in the broker 


offices were at work as usual today. 
None of the operators on the board ol 
trade were in their places, however, 
and the place was dead as far as the 
receipt of telegrams was concerned. 
It was announced by the operators 
that a meeting will be held later today 
to consider the advisability of calling 
out the men in the broker offices. 
It 


is generally considered as certain that 
they will not report for -work on Mon- 
day.The ticker service oi the Western 
tfnion was operating today in a lame 
sort of fashion, but it was in slightly 
better shape

Essex. Ont., seventeen miles inland 
Jrom the Detroit river today. 


Practically every building in the lit- 


tle town of 1,500 people 
was dam- 


aged, many of them being blown to 
pieces. 
The shock or the explosion 


was plainly felt 
for 
twenty miles 


around Essex.

Boulder, Col., Aug. 10.—Fire that 


started early today in the Colorado 
and Southern freight depot here, de- 
stroyed the depot, with a quantity of 
freight and spreading a distance of 
100 feet enveloped a powder house 
containing one thousand pounds of 
dynamite, which exploded with a tre- 
mendous shock, injuring perhaps one 
hundred persons • and 
breaking 
the 


plate glass in even' business house in 
the city as well as the windows in 
hundreds of residences. It is believed 
that two of the injured will die. The 
property loss is estimated at $250,- 


000. 
The fire originated from some 


unknown cause and is believed to be 
incendiary. 
. 


Twenty-five of the injured were tak- 


en to

hospitals. The others 


were removed to their homes.

No Warning of Explosion. 


No warning was given and when 


the sheet iron shack containing the 
dynamite split open with a dull roar, 
the men manning the hose and every 
person within a radius of 100 yards 
were hurled to the ground. 


Lafavre and Wilson, who were near- 


est the store house, were frightfully 
mangled.

off above the knee. Wilson, a cripple

Eugene Huth, S years of age, son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Huth. resid- 
ing at 417 Buchanan street, met his 
death by drowning in Six Mile creek, 
half a mile north of New Haven, at 
10 o'clock today, when he. fell into the 
stream while at play with two com- 
panions. 


The body sank 
in seven feet of 


water and did not rise. Had an adult 
been present the child 
could 
have 


been saved. His playmates, however, 
were powerless, and the body was not 
recovered until half 
an hour 
later 


when aid summoned from New Haven 
by the two companions of the drowned 
lad reached the spot. 
The remains 


were removed to the New Haven town 
hall to await the arrival of Coroner 
Stults, who was summoned from Fort 
Wayne. 


Mr. and Mrs. Huth, who formerly 


resided at 
New Haven, left Fort 


Wayne this morning with their chil- 
dren to spend Sunday with friends. 
When they reached that place the lit- 
tle son left them to cross the river 
and spend the 
day with a family 


named Schlink. 
Upon his way he 


found his cousin, Leonard Huth, and 
a lad named Joe Adams at play near 
the creek and he joined them. The 
Huth lad was playing upon the stump 
of a tree which projects above the 
stream and in some" manner lost his 
balance and tumbled into the water. 


Thoroughly frightened when he did 


not rise to the surface, and unable to 
help him, the two lads ran the half a 
mile baci to New Haven, and at the 
home of Charles Trenchet they found 
the parents. Addressing Mrs. Huth, 
the lads exclaimed: 


"There's a boy drowned over at the 


creek." 


"Who is it?" asked the mother. 
"It's Eugene," replied the lads. 
The lad had left her' side such a 


short time before that Mrs. Huth be- 
lieved them to be joking, and said as 
much. 


"Yes; it's Eugene, and here's his 


cap," insisted the lads, at the same 
time producing the little cap the child 
had worn! The awful truth dawned 
upon the mother, and without delay 
the father and Mr. Treuchet drove to 
the spot. They succeeded in getting 
the body from the water within a very 
short time, but life was extinct. 


The father of the child is employed 


as a sheet Iron worker for the Kerr 
Murray Manufacturing company, and 
the lad would nave been eight years 
of ago next monti.

With a shock that was felt for twen- 


ty miles the explosive tore the new

The engine and tender of the train 


with the other cars were reduced to 
scrap iron- and where they stood there 
was only a hole twenty feet deep and 
fifty feet across. Panic reigned in the 
little town as 
glass cracked in tha 


houses and buildings quivered under 
the shock and then gave way in part 
or entirely. 


McNary's mangled body was found 


200 feet away from the tracks in a 
field and Brakeman Conlon was dug 
from under a coal car dead.

time in many years a young woman, 
who went to trial on a charge of hav- 
ing attempted suicide, has been con- 
victed in court here.

Violence Is Reported. 


First violence in the telegraphers' 


strike in Chicago occurred early to- 
day when a clerk in the main office 
of "the Postal Telegraph company wr.3 
assaulted and knocked down in Clark 
street between Monroe 
and 
Adams 


streets as he was on his way home 
from work. He was going north on 
the west side of Clark street when 
two men whom he declared had been 
following him came out of an alley 
and attacked him. He was struck on 
the back of the head and 
knocked 


down. When he got up the men were 
running west in the alley. 


The "clerk, who refused to give his 


name, overtook Policeman O'Hare and 
reported the assault to him and also 
telephoned a warning to the employes 
who were still at their posts in the 
Postal office. O'Hare accompanied the 
man to the Postal building and made 
a fruitless search for his assailants. 


Claimed to Be in Good Shape. 


Both 
the 
telegraph 
companies 


claimed during the early part of the 
day to be in 
comparatively good 


shape, the Western Union saying that 
it had 100 men at work and that it 
•was moving business with greater dis- 
patch than yesterday. 
The appear- 


ance of the operating room bore out 
the claim made by the officers. 


Ths Postal company having had 


less time to deal with the situation 
than the Western Union ^yas not in 
as good shape as the latter, but its 
officials declared that they were sat- 
isfied -with the situation and pleased 
over the outlook. It was predicted 
by both companies that there was no 
doubtr that they will be able to master 
the situation -within a comparatively 
short time. 
Strikers Claim Tie-Up. 


The strikers claimed today that

Standard Oil were discussed. Wheth- 
er any definite 
decision 
had been 


reached on either of thess questions 
the attorney general would not state. 


"I do not wish to make any secret 


of the fact that the talk between the 
president and myself yesterday was in 
reference to 
the 
fine 
imposed by 


Judge Landis against the Indiana Oil 
company," he said. 
"We discussed 


that and also what steps would 
be 


taken as a result of the investigation 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion of the Harriman railroad system. 
What will be done in regard to both 
these questions I cannot tell at the 
present time." 


Mr. Bonaparte was asked whether, 


in case the court of appeals should 
uphold Judge Landis' decision, any in- 
dividual prosecutions would be made, 
and whether his department would al- 
so prosecute Mr. Harriman as an in- 
dividual. 


Going After "Men Higher Up." 


To these questions Mr. Bonaparte 


said: 
"That is a pretty strong way of put- 


ting it. I will eay, however, that if 
we get what the doctors call a good 
case those higher up will come in for 
their share of the investigations. The 
cases will be pushed to the limit. So 
far as the smaller fry are concerned, 
I do not think that there is any use 
in going after them." 


"Will the Standard Oil company of 


Indiana be forced to pay the fine if 
the appeal case is heard?" it 
was 


asked. 
. 
,. 
"That is a question to which the 


answer will he found in the future, 
said Mr. Bonaparte, smiling. 
The 


president and myself talked over the 
amount of the fine imposed by the 
court and we both sympathized much 
with the company," added the attor- 
ney general, his smile broadeomB.

She mortgaged it and it was sold by 
an insurance company. 


Mrs. McCoy was over 70 years oM, 


and heart failure was the direct causa 
of her death. The body will be buried 
in Missouri.

Jesus will welcome him. Thus he 
comes to us not groaning a dirge but 
singing a nsalm of praise. He comes 
to us with joy smiling upon his lip, 
with joy shining forth from his eye, 
with joy throbbing in his heart, "and 
with joy in his congratulatory hand- 
shake. He comes to us with a raptur- 
ous exhortation, as he bids us take 
an Inventory of our spiritual oppor- 
tunities. He says, "Rejoice in 
the 


Lord always." 
Then, as though he 


had not made this "gospel salutation 
emphatic 
enough, 
he 
repeats 
his 


words as he says, "Again I say, re- 
joice." Now today I am not going to 
talk to those who look upon the cross

Joy is a fruit that will not grow 
In nature's barren soil: 
All we can boast till Christ -we know

Are found, and there alone.

Think of Jesus as an ever-present per- 
sonal, tender, loving friend. That can 
be one of your greatest joys of the 
Christian life.

vine companionship. 
No sooner do 


we truly become one with Christ than 
we enter into the elevating associa- 
tions of the best and purest men and 
women, living'upon the face of the 
earth today. We enter into a holy as- 
sociation with those who have felt the 
divine touch, and who have been recre- 
ated and made over, and been stamped 
with the divine image. 
These chil- 


dren of God are different from all 
other men and women, for they are 


are generally pleasures that are re- 
pugnant to the spiritual man.

But there is another joy which 


comes to the higher spiritual life, and 
that is the joy of Christian service.

:s the joy of the true man who, when 
ae has plenty of bread, wants to share 
t with the hungry. When he has a 
cure for the blinded eyes, he wants to 
give it to those groping about in dark- 
ness.

years, he found the picture.

It is the tenth day of the Jewish 


new year. The great day of atone- 
ment'is about to be celebrated for the 
first time according to the law given 
by God to Moses. The people are as- 
sembled in the doors of their tents, 
while all eyes are turned toward the 
Tabernacle." 
The 
usual 
morning 


sacrifices 
have 
been 
offered, 
and 


Aaron, the high priest, has laid aside 
his golden clothes, and is now attired 
instead 
in 
pure 
white 
garments, 


which signify that the wearer is rep- 
resenting Jehovah, not as ordinarily 
in the fulness of his attributes, but, 
in accordance with the peculiar char- 
acter of the day, in the splendor of 
his holiness. 
But unlike Jehovah, 


Aaron is a sinful man, as also are his 
sons, who are to assist him in the 
services. A bullock is brought to the 
great brazen altar, and Aaron slays it 
there as a sacrifice for his sins and 
the sins of his sons. 
He puts the 


blood of the bulloch in a dish and 
goes into the Tabernacle, 
into the 


very Holy of Holies, which he may 
enter only on Atonement Day. 
He 


sprinkles the blood seven times upon 
the mercy-seat, where God manifests 
himself continually in the Shekinah 
fire between the cherubim. He burns 
incense upon the golden altar as a 
prayer of praise to God, that his sins 
are forgiven and the sins of his sons. 


The Two Goats. 


Aaron comes out of the Tabernacle 


and stands in the court. Two goats 
are brought to him; one he slays as a 
sacrifice for the sins of his people. 
He puts the blood of the goat in a 
dish, goes into the Tabernacle, into 
the 
Holy 
of 
Holies 
again, 
and 


sprinkles "the blood of the goat seven 
times upon the mercy-seat. 
And so 


not only Aaron and his sons and all 
the people, but the Tabernacle itself 
is cleansed. Aaron stands again in 
the courtyard, and takes some of the 
blood of the bullock and also of the 
goat, reserved for this purpose, and 
puts it upon the four corners of the 
great altar, so that it also may be 
cleansed. Aaron then lays his hands 
upon the head of the living goat, after 
which he calls a man to take it far off 
into the desert, by which net he says 
to the people: God has laid your sins 
on a substitute who "bears awaj- the 
sins of the world." Dr. Jacob Meyer 
explains "azazel as a small oasis, 
within the wilderness, or 'cut off or 
separated from the entire area of the 
desert.' 
Thither goat, number two, 


laden with the sins of the entire con- 
gregation of Israel, and therefore the 
personification, as it were, of nil pos- 
sible sins, iniquities and transgres- 
sions, was banished 
for 
life, 
tho 


drenHness and barrenness of the sur- 
rounding wilderness preventing an es- 
cape. There are several large oases 
in the west of Egypt, to which, under 
the Roman empire, criminals of state 
are,banished; but smaller ones—spots 
producing vegetation—pleasantly in- 
terrupt the continuity of the gloomy 
solitude of the desert in the east of 
Egypt. Their proper location is, of 
course, known only to men who fre- 
quently travel through, the desert; 


it is for this reason that the goat (the 
substitute criminal for all Israel) was 
to be sent to such a 'small oasis' 
(azazel) by a man who had passed 
through that solitude 'many a time.' 
wherefore he is surnamed in Hebrew 
(v. 21) itti: 
Authorized Version, 'a 


fit man,' 'a man of opportunity:' Re- 
vised Version, 'a man that is in readi- 
ness' or (margin) 'appointed.'" 


A Day of Consecration. 


The people, being forgiven by God, 


straightway 
asked 
forgiveness of 


each other also, for wrongs they had 
done. 
Aaron then went into the 


Tabernacle and 
changed his " white 


garment for his golden clothes, and 
th-s arrayed stood again in the court 
of the Tabernacle, the 
people still 


standing in the doors of their tents. 
A live bullock and a live ram were 
now brought to Aaron. They were 
bound and laid upon the altar and 
burned before the Lord as a whole 
burnt offering, by which Aaron and 
the people consecrated 
themselves 


wholly to God (Lev. 1:4: Rom. 12:1. 


Lessons of the Day. 


The man who had led off the scape- 


goat into the wilderness came back, 
and was purified by washing himself 
and his clothes. Aaron called men to i 
cleanse the court of the Tabernacle 
by carrying away the remains of the 
sacrifices, after which the men who 
had done so washed themselves and 
their clothes. Thus the great Atone- 
men Day ended, ti be celebrated 
anew year after year, tiii its meaning 
was fulfilled at th 
cross, where we 


"behold the lamb or God thai beareth 
away the sins of the world."
